DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions

Claims 1-17, drawn to a method for detecting one or more metastatic lesion comprising 



administering to and imaging a subject an effective amount of a labeled molecule 



comprising amino acid sequence SEQ ID NO: 1 , classified in class 424, subclass 9.1.

Claims 1-17, drawn to a method for detecting one or more metastatic lesion comprising 



administering to and imaging a subject an effective amount of a labeled molecule 



comprising amino acid sequence SEQ ID NO: 2 , classified in class 424, subclass 9.1. 



Inventions are distinct each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together 
and they have different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, 
MPEP§ 808.01). 

The methods of Group I and differ in the method objectives, method steps and parameters and in 
the reagents used. The instant specification does not disclose these methods would be used together. 
Group I is directed to a method of detecting one or more metastatic lesion using antigen binding molecule 
having SEQ ID NO:1 . Group II is method of detecting one or more metastatic lesion using antigen 
binding molecule having SEQ ID NO: 2. Each invention performs this function using a structurally and 
functionally divergent material. The methodology and materials necessary for one group differ 
significantly for each of the materials. 

The distinct material using in invention Group I and II have a separate status in the art require 
separate searches. Searching all the invention groups together in US patent and non-patent literature 
would impose serious search burden. Therefore, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reason given above and have acquire a separated 
status in the art by their different classification, restriction for examination purpose as indicated is proper. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an election of 
the invention to be examined even though the requirement is traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
